Post Office 
Seals jump from one page of listings 
to six! Every type known to the cat- 
aloguers are illustrated with large cuts 
and all varieties of each type are listed 
and priced so far as there is informa- 
tion on which to base prices. Enve- 
lopes take on a much more attractive 
form of listings as announced before, 
with full reproductions of every design 
and these are now priced in entire as 
well as cut square form. Wrappers are 
listed among the envelopes being given 
a different prefix letter to distinguish 
them. Cut squares of these have al- 
ways heretofore been troublesome in 
identification due to the separate list- 
ings. Letter sheets are also included 
under envelopes. 


‘Revenue stamps of course were all 
renumbered and at the same time the 
arrangement of these issues was changed, 
to include all of the same purpose to- 
gether. Thus all general revenues and

First Official Rocket Stamp 


Details of quantity of mail carried are 
still lacking, but covers from the first 
experimental Rocket Mail Flight for 
which a government issued a special 
stamp are at hand from Havana, Cuba, 
courtesy of H. Irvine of Agramonte. The 
10c current issue air mail stamp was 
especially printed in a light green and 
then overprinted ‘“Experimento del 
Cohete Postal—Ano de 1939.” First 
day was October 15. A black cachet 
depicting a rocket and palms with in- 
scription in Spanish stating this was 
the first experimental rocket post in 
Latin America was applied to covers 
which were postmarked at Havana. The 
covers were backstamped with the offi- 
cial postmark of the Secretary of Com- 
munications. The Philatelic Club of 
Cuba prepared a special envelope, and 
a large favor sheet on which the stamp 
could be placed and favor postmarked. 


New Zealand Health Issue 


1939 Health Stamp 
issue is to comprise two stamps instead 
of the usual single stamp. Both will 
be of the same design, three children 
bouncing in the air a medicine ball in- 
scribed “Health.” The 14d value added 
this year is for use on receipts, post- 
cards and newspapers or may be used 
in conjunction with the ld to pay for- 
eign postage. Both stamps are sold at 
double face value, the extra funds go- 
ing for the establishment and operation 
of health camps for children. The 
stamps were designed by S. Hall of 
Wellington and issued Oct. 2. Clipping 
from A. J. Bower.

The pictures below give a_ general 
idea of the new offices of the Marks 
Stamp Co., into which the 48 year old 
firm moved this past summer. The 
view of the front of the new store, 
shows the entire staff of the company. 
Leslie Davenport, Vice-President and 
General Manager is shown seated at 
his office desk in another photo; while 
the third view shows a view of the 
general office, looking toward the rear 
from the retail counter, a small portion 
of which is shown in the right fore- 
ground. 

In 1891 young Elly Marks, an ardent 
devotee to stamps, decided to test the 
possibilities of a well conducted stamp 
business; a business that on a fixed 
policy of “Better stamps for less money” 
or in other words on a policy of “Giving 
full value for money” would serve col- 





lectors and dealers satisfactorily. Prices 
that would be satisfactory to the cus- 
tomers and yet allow a reasonable legit- 
imate profit to the seller to provide 
for a healthy growth and expansion of 
the business. 

These policies he laid down for the 
conduct of his business. The customers 
of yesterday and today cannot accuse 
his firm of ever having conducted busi- 





ness contrary to these policies. His 
guarantee: “Full satisfaction or money 
back” has become as good as gold. Like 
all the stories that are told or written 
about “Getting on in the World” the 
story of the growth of the Marks Stamp 
Co. in the world of business revolves 
around: “Hard Work, Enterprise and 
fair and square dealings.” 

Then came 1927-28 when the Com- 
pany reorganized as a Limited Com- 
pany. Mr. Marks as its President, 
though not as active as during previous 
years; Leslie A. Davenport who had 
been head of the Approval Department 
since January, 1914, as Vice-President 
and General Manager; Mr. Frank Aretz 
known especially for his world renown 
articles on “Know Your Stamps” as 
Secretary; Mr. Gordon H. Crouch as 





the wholesale department manager and 
Miss Mabel Taylor as Director. 

The business has continued to forge 
ahead despite the inroads of a depres- 
sion, recession, added competition re- 
sulting from them both and “Jitters” 
of war. Following the death of Mr. 
Aretz in May, 1936, Miss Taylor as-. 
sumed the Secretaryship and later when 
Mr. Marks died in March, 1938, Mr. 
T. A. Morrow, well known in Toronto 
business circles assumed the Presidency 
with L. A. Davenport, G. H. Crouch 
and Miss Taylor remaining as the act- 
ive officers of the Company. 

For many years they had entertained 
the desire to remove into more modern 
quarters and this has now become an 
established fact. The photographs il- 
lustrate how well they have succeeded. 
The modern lighting and general equip- 
ment layout has effected considerable 
appreciative comment from staff and

Flashes from the Philippines! 


Some American publications received 
lately in these Islands, gave some hulla- 
baloo in regard to the “scarcity” of the 
Trade Week stamps. In a report given 
in this column before, advice was given 
to the effect that sufficient stocks of 
the Trade Week were still for sale at 
the Philatelic Section, Bureau of Posts, 
Manila. 


Again, at this writing (Sept. 29), 
these stamps are still for sale and there 
are sufficient quantities to take care of 
future orders. As a matter of fact, 
these commemoratives are staging at 
present a “snoring contest,” according 
to Amando Marquez, chief of the Phila- 
telic Section, Bureau of Posts. Amer- 
ican collectors may get these stamps, 
too, at the Philippine Philatelic Agency 
at Washington, since sufficient sets were 
forwarded there, it was learned from 
the local postal authorities. 


When buying the Trade Week stamps, 
remember the 6c were surcharged on 
the light green and blue green of the 
26c Carriedo, and the former seems 
scarce. Discovery was reported to your 
correspondent by Walter Bruggmann, 
prominent Manila collector. Whether 
or not stampdom will take cognizance 
of this variety, Scott, Gibbons and 
Champion the Three Philatelic 
Musketeers . . . can only tell. At any 
rate, star examples of the variety in 
point are the 26c REIN and 16c ARN- 
ACAL, with a catalog value of $3 and 
$2, mint, per the 1940 Advanced Sheets 
of the Scott’s Catalog. 





Speaking of the Advanced Sheets, the 
price slashings made on Philippine 
stamps issued under American domin- 
ion, sent many local speculators and 
slaves ta catalog values into gloom. 
A decided compliment in the Advanced 
Sheets, however, is the listing of the 
true important crops of the Philippines, 
such as rice, sugar cane, Manila hemp, 
copra and tobacco, and the “blessed 
sweet potatoes” which in former edi- 
tions had been omitted. 


Coming soon are the Commonwealth 
Trumphal Arch commemoratives. In 
an interview with Director of Posts 
Juan Ruiz, your correspondent has 
learned that one of the three designs 
submitted at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, Washington, was rejected.

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The War And Stamps 





Following up the article which I 
wrote for you a few weeks ago, there 
has developed since that time some new 
angles which should be of interest to 
collectors wishing to appraise the pres- 
ent situation. First, the various figures 
given out by the warring governments 
would indicate that about 10,000,000 
men are under arms, all of whom can 
write letters without using postage 
stamps. Therefore, the consumption of 
postage stamps in Europe is materially 
reduced which will effect the quantity 
of used material and increase the price 
of used stamps. If used are not avail- 
able at or below mint prices for the 
same stamps, the demand for mint cop- 
ies will increase greatly. Secondly, 
there are large numbers of the people 
under arms or doing auxiliary duties 
who used to wash stamps and make 
packets who will now be engaged other- 
wise in their spare time. We all know 
that the reason packets are made abroad 
at prices no American can compete 
with, is because peasants and others 
do the washing and making up at so 
much per hundred or thousand as a 
spare time or pocket money part time 
job. This source of supply is nearly 
gone and will be before long, so that 
the cheaper packet material will be 
scarcer due to less usage and also to 
the lack of people to do the work. The 
few who are left to sort, wash and 
packet the material will charge more 
as the demand on them increases. Then 
there is the transit insurance of 4 per 
cent or 20c on the £& sterling, importers 
documents, customs clearance, the elim- 
ination of all the material that used 
to come from Germany to England to 
make up packets under the Enemy 
Trading Act and lastly, the 6 percent 
or 30c per £ Sterling war or capital 
tax on dealers stock. All this means the 
stamps and packets will increase greatly 
during the next six months and con- 
tinue to do so as the demand exceeds 
the supply. During the last war stamps 
went up in price and have stayed up 
ever since. With the great cities 
“blacked out” each night, no movies, 
etc, many people who never collected 
before will do so in their evenings, with 
their shades drawn, so as to ease their 
tired nerves. No hobby is so applicable 
to long evenings as stamp collecting. 
Many invalids will start collecting and 
old time collectors will get going again. 
From experience I well remember that 
during and after the last war there was 
such a terrific shortage of stamps that

INVESTMENT. 

So far there has been reams and 
reams of comment on the war and its 
effect on stamp collecting and the rela- 
tive phase of inflation and methods 
to beat the inflation. All of the phila- 
telic writers agree that good sound 
stamp investments will prove to be 
your best bet. Just what good sound 
stamps are is not always agreed upon 
in detail. Many of the suggestions are 
very good, such as old U. S., the older 
U. S. commems and Airmails, Br. Col- 
onies, and all of the better Foreign Air- 
mails. Jos. Whiteborough suggests Bu- 
reau Prints and we must agree, just 
which ones Joe doesn’t say, so we will 
go clear out on the end of the limb and 
say which ones. If we had a few thou- 
sand dollars and were afraid that in- 
flation would wipe it out we would 
try to put the dough in the better 13, 
14, 17, and 25c B-11 bureaus and per- 
haps some 30c and 50c with a few of 
the other items above the 10c value in- 
cluded. Sheets of the 17c Omaha, Mi- 
ami, Akron, Toledo, Pittsburgh, Boston, 
Brooklyn, etc., will in our estimation, 
increase in value and maintain their 
value as well as anything we can think 
of, the 13s, 14s and 25s too. The only 
big drawback to this or any other stamp 
investment is in the liquidation. Try 
to liquidate when the time comes in 
somewhat of a piecemeal fashion; it 
will take more time but in the end will 
make you money, for if you are selling 
on a MUST SELL basis the price will 
go down quicker than an elevator in the 
Empire State Building. I have seen 
several lots of accumulated U. S. sold 
in this manner and the results were 
very disgusting to the owner. Neverthe- 
less stamps are a good investment and 
if liquidated in the proper manner will 
prove to be gilt edge.

Precancel ‘Firsts’ 





There isn’t any argument possible as 
to who began precancelling: Hale’s pri- 
vate mail route, Boston to Providence, 
brought out the first precancel in 1844. 
The first government issue precancelled 
was the U. S. 1851 issue, with the Ic 
and 3c (the claim for the 1847 stamps 
at Wheeling is still not even nearly 
proved). The first precancelling outside 
the U. S. was on Austrian newspaper 
tax stamps in 1859. The first officially 
authorized precancelling was in Canada 
in 1892, followed by France 1893, Bel- 
gium 1894, U. S. 1894.

Special Envelope Authorized

special design envelope for use only 
for special delivery matter. It is an 
adaptation of the envelope now used 
for air mail matter. Around the edge 
of the envelope a border containing 
alternating green and yellow half-circles 
is printed, a white space being between 
these half-circles. Below the space for 
the stamps is printed in green the in- 
scription “Special Delivery.”

Aug. 22, states that only a few hour 
after the Chinese Constitution series 
went on sale at the temporary capital 
of Chungking, the stamps were with. 
drawn from sale. No official explana. 
tion was offered, though semi-official 
sources claimed this was due to use 
of a wrong character in the top in. 
scription, making this read “To Com. 
memorate the Opening of the American 
Nation.” The word should have been 
either “founding” or “inauguration” in. 
stead of “opening.” 

Hongkong correspondents pointed out 
that there was another reason the series 
was withdrawn, and a much more plaus. 
ible one. The map on the stamps is 
incorrect for it includes Outer Mongolia 
as part of the republic of China. The 
map from the Chinese viewpoint is cor- 
rect in showing as Chinese the huge 
areas occupied by Japan, including 
Manchuria. Outer Mongolia is definite. 
ly Russian and the Soviets have been 
helpful allies during the current war, 
and this accounts for the hasty with- 
drawal according to these correspond- 
ents.

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Again the New York market has been 
graced with the appearance of not one, 
but two new sets of stamps honoring 
the New York World’s Fair. 





The first came from Brazil. The orig- 
inal shipment was sent by Air Mail and 
was necessarily small. This was im- 
mediately gobbled up and further sup- 
plies which are being sent by boat are 
being eagerly awaited. 


The other set to arrive in New York 
is the Portugal set of eight stamps. 
This is the first recognition that the 
New York World’s Fair is to be in 
progress again next year through an 
overprint placed on one stamp each 
of the eight colonies. The overprint 
shows the Trylon and Perisphere and 
reads “Exposicao Internacional de Nova 
York, 1939-1940.” The face value of 
each stamp is equivalent to 25c. This 
set is in use primarily for trans-Atlantic 
Air mail, and is from the airmail series 
issued by each colony late in 1938. Al- 
though the face value is approximately 
$2.00, it is reported the current market 
is now $40.00 per set. There are said 
to be only 2,000 complete sets. Of 
course, an error appeared; one value 
was overprinted with green ink instead 
of red ink. One fortunate dealer here 
in New York has eight copies of this 
error. Because of the limited quantity, 
it is believed that this issue is con- 
trolled by speculators. 


As of the present writing, no ship- 
ments of any old or new stamps have 
arrived from France since the begin- 
ning of the war. Stocks of these French 
stamps in New York are diminishing 
rapidiy and hope is expressed each day 
that the boat may get through and re- 
plenish those depleted stock books.

VIRGIN ISLANDS 3c 


The last of the series, so far, was the 
stamp issued for our latest territorial 
purchase, the Virgin Islands, in Decem- 
ber, 1937. It is another very pleasing 
looking stamp in a delicate red lilac 
shade. It carries a view of the town 
of Charlotte Amalie, with the harbor 
and side hills in the rear. 

The 3c—Virgin Islands—was issued 
December 15, 1937, in red lilac, rotary 
press, perf, 11 x 1044, no wmk., and the 
plates used were numbers 2173-31-32-33, 
from which 75,000,000 stamps were ord- 
ered printed. Charlotte Amalie was the 
first day of issue city and 255,469 covers 
were there cancelled. 

This is the last of this series of addi- 
tional United States Commemorative 
Stamp Facts. No doubt Cap. Townsend 
will have more prepared as soon as an- 
other group of commemoratives are 
withdrawn from issue. In order to be as 
complete as possible on plate number 
and other statistics, we held off publish- 
ing this group of additions until all these 
statistics were complete. Cap will be 
back again soon we hope. 





Chicago’s Show 


The exhibition Oct. 13-14-15 by the 
Chicago Philatelic-Society was adjudged 
a great success, with visitors from all 
over the midwest. Henry Meyer writes 
that the quality of the exhibition was 
extremely high. The Grand Award went 
to D. A. Somdal, Shreveport, La., for 
his exhibit of packet covers from the 
Mississippi and tributaries, with asso- 
ciated old newspaper clippings, way 
bills etc. Many other outstanding col- 
lections won awards, the list being too 
long to print here. 





Rollin E. Flower was elected Presi- 
dent of the American Philatelic Society 
at the recent San Francisco Convention. 
On Oct. 19, Buffalo district clubs joined 
in a reception and dinner in his honor 
at the Roycroft Inn, East Aurora, N. Y.

Mr. Flower was a former vice-presi- 
dent and active in philately, conducting 
a stamp column in the Buffalo Evening 
News and giving illustrated lectures in 
the schools. He retired from business 
last August and expects to devote much 
time to the society. His home is at 
Kenmore, N. Y., and he spends winters 
at Bradenton, Fla. 

Three Cleveland members were elect- 
ed to the Board of Vice-Presidents at 
the Convention: Donald W. Martin, 
Donald Lybarger and Ralph Johnson. 
All are very active locally in philatelic 
affairs, Mr. Martin conducting a weekly 
radio broadcast; Mr. Lybarger being 
author of considerable research on the 
1918-20 Offsets and with Mr. Johnson 
holding various offices in the Garfield 
Perry Stamp Club.

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Stricter Italian Law 
To suppress smuggling of currency 


from Italy through the exporting of 
stamps ostensibly destined for collec- 
tions, the Ministry of Communications 
on August 31 issued a circular to all 
Italian post offices describing new rules 
regarding exportation of stamps. Stamps 
may now be exported only with permits 
obtainable from the branches of the 
Bank of Italy, which requires that for- 
eign currency be sent to the bank 
branches with the orders. The stamps 
to be exported must be presented to the 
bank for permit in sealed envelopes 
bearing the seal of an official philatelic 
expert and accompanied by his state- 
ment of the contents actual value. To 
prevent exporters switching envelopes, 
after obtaining the permit, substituting 
envelopes containing more _ valuable 
stamp than permit allows; the bank at 
time of issuing permit will seal the en- 
velope with its seal. The post offices 
will accept the envelopes for mailing 
only if permit is presented and seals are 
intact.

Messages On Stamps 


The recent story of the letter re- 
ceived in the United States from an 
Austrian matron with stamp having hid- 
den on its back the messaage ‘“‘We are 
hungry. God punish Hitler,” recalls the 
use of a similar means in the World 
War to evade censors. German censors 
are reported peeling about half the 
stamp away from suspected foreign let- 
ters in attempts to detect such evasion. 
Spies posing as stamp dealers or col- 
lectors in the last war used stamps to 
send messages, either by marking them, 
or sending them in oddly arranged 
forms.
